beb, Bovcrit«er, miles above Joricho. All be- 
low that the river-bed was dry. The priests 
with tho ark stood in tho midst of tho river, 
two thousand cubits, three-fifths of a railc, 
above, while tho people crossed. 


3—God gavo Joshua minute di- 


rections as to how ho and tho people wore 
to proceed. Putting ourselves in the posi- 
tion of Joshua wo shall easily see tho way 
in which God dealt with him and tho Israel- 
ites. Our lesson shows that God first—(u) 
Tcntul their fatlh. Thoro lay tho Jordan be- 
foro thorn: not vrith its usual width of about 
flighty to one hundred feet, but (by reason 
ol tho spring rains) overflowing all its 
banks and broadening out to a width of at 
least ono thousand foot. But before a drop 
of water was to be abated, tho people wero 
to break camp and start. The precious Ark 
of tho Covenant, borne on tho shoulders of 
tho priests, was to descend to and cater in to 
tho waters of tho river. To obey this ordor 
required somo considerable measure of 
faith on tho part of tho people, for, should 
tho waters fail to roccdo, thoy would 1)0 tho 
laughing-stoclr of all tho inhabitants of tho 
land across tho river. To fail hero would 
bo to fail In all their futuro hopes. At tho 
Rod Sea, tho waters wero divided before 
any of them entered tho flood. Here they 
wero to enter 
tho flood before 
tho 


waters 
showed any signs of Divine 


interposition. Thus tteir faith, was test- 
ed. 
But in tho second place 
God— 


(b) Encouraged tlttir faith. Ho did this in 
two ways. First, by sending- tho Ark of 
tho Covenant of His prcsonco before tho 
people. This was to thorn a'token of itself 
that God would allow no evil to befall them. 
If His presence went before them, all would 
bo well. But, second, God promised that 
as soon as the foot of tho priests touched 
the water it should begin to ceaso its liow, 
and thus tho way bo prepared for the peo- 
ple wltli their litLio ones aod their cattlo 
to follow. Their faith was to bo put to tho 
test, but it was not to bo tested until it 
broke. Partiy they wore to walk by faith; 
rjutbcfoi-ii their faith became weak, they 
were to bo assisted by sight. In this way 
their faith was encouraged. Ia tho third 
place wo find that God—{c) Rewarded their 
faitli. That they had truo faith is evident 
from their works. 
Thoy believed God 


enough to enable them to start for tho river. 
However many misgivings they may have 
hadbv the way, they hod faith enough to 
march, and that was all that was necossary. 
So, as soon as tho feet of those who boro tho 
Ark entered tho waters, God exerted His 
miraculous power and held tho waters back, 
so that presently tho waters failed, and tho 
whole army of two rcillloa passed over dry- 
shod. 


In much the samo way God deals with 


His children in our times. " Wo walk by 
faith, not by sight," says Paul. .A-i this 
is true. Yet God gives us many promises 
to encourage pur faith. 
Tho Golden Text 


of this week ia ono o£ thcso " great aad 
precious promises." But God also privos ua 
many more tangible encouragements. Tho 
memory of past victories should bo ou en- 
couragement to us in new and untried ex- 
periences. The marked success of others, 
in similar circumstances, should cheer ua 
when \vo can not clearly sco how wo aro to 
be Efuidcd safely. That which wo want to bo 
sure of Is this: "Haj Gotl sent mo to cross 
this river of difficulty!" If so, wo may bo 
sure that His preseneo going boforo us, tho 
waters shall not overflow. With God, do- 
feaceless Israel may safely pass tho Red 
Sea or the Jordan. Without God, Pharaoh'a 
armed hosts or Jericho's walled citizens 
shall aliko perish.—Bw. JL. F. Scliauljlcr.
